EASY READING 
Breetveld, Jim , Coward -McCann 
GETTING TO KNOW ALASKA $2.50 


Another addition to the Getting to Know Books - with weaknesses similar to 
those noted in earlier titles. This is undistinguished from the scores of words 
which have already been written on Alaska. The illustrations in black, white and 
blue give a rudimentary picture of clothing, and terrain, but there is no division 
in areas of information. For the age level to which the book is directed, learning 
would be more effective with a less scattered approach, with more unified attacks 
on separate social studies aspects. Illustrations are by Don Lambo. Mediocre.

THE ARCTIC TUNDRA Cloth $2.50 


The bleak Arctic tundra circles the tops of the globe. For third or fourth 
grade social studies units encountering Alaska and its environs for the first time, 
this very brief skimming of the forms life takes there could be helpful. Louis Darling, 
who has illustrated the earlier Deserts and Tropical Rain Forests by Delia Goetz, has 
done informative, if uninspired, black and whites. Though the book is very brief, it 
would have presented a clearer, more memorable picture, had the information been 
categorized and unified by chapter groupings.

Andersen, Hans Christian- ANDERSEN'S FAIRY TALES - Eighteen stories by 
Hans Christian Andersen, among them The Emperor's New Clothes, The Little Match 
Girl, The Red Shoes and The Snow Queen are told here with line drawings by Leonard 
Weisgard. The lack of color, with the exception of the gay frontispiece, in con- 
junction with the stark stylized simplicity of the art treatment makes the volume a 
trifle unenriched- almost dehydrated. 


Swift, Jonathan - GULLIVER'S TRAVELS - Again, there is an unadorned feeling 
to this book, despite a number of line illustrations. Weisgard's work in color is 
so superior, that one perhaps expects more of him than of many other artists. But 
his line drawings add little to the force of this book. 


Eberle, Irmengarde Random House 
ROSEMARY'S SECRET $2.50 


Plotting here is an old refrain -- but the narration is beguiling. Rosemary 
West envied other children who had grandfathers. While she was on a visit to Aunt 
Madge in nearby Laval, a mysterious stranger occupying a nearby house turns out to be 
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great-great uncle Amos Carvel, regarded by most of the family as an eccentric. But 
Rosemary befriends him, convinced that his talk of a deed to the house and family treasure 
concealed somewhere is to be believed. Predictably, Rosemary and great-great uncle Amos 
find the sliding panel and the treasure and Rosemary gains a locum-grandfather and a new 
bicycle. The transparent plot can be forgiven because action flows rapidly and the 
narration redeems a threadbare fabric.

Christie, Caroline Winston 
SILVER HEELS $2.75 


Swift Eagle lived in the Blackfeet Indian reservation village. A summer spent 
in Montana's Glacier National Park brought him an unexpected chance to buy Silver Heels, 
the pony who belonged to the canny medicine man, whose price was out of Swift Eagle's 
reach. But when Swift Eagle saves the life of Sam, a summer visitor, who falls into the 
crevasse of a glacier, Sam's father offers him a chance to earn almost enough to buy 
Silver Heels. And the Indian boy outfoxes the wily medicine man in bringing the price 
within his means.

Green, Ivah Coward -McCann 
WATER $3.50 


* That Janus element - water - which serves or sabotages man's purposes is present- 
ed here chiefly as a natural resource. This is a handsome book which lets pictures save 
text. It conveys succinctly the awesome force which water accumulates if man abuses 
nature's balances. In connection with social studies units on agriculture or conservation, 
it could serve as a real awakener. The pictures are large scale, uncluttered, vivid black 
and white photographs - many of them before and after shots -- which focus the reader's 
attention on methods of channeling water to serve man's ends. Drought or flood, the ex- 
tremes of water supply, are depicted, with man's counter measures,- contour planting, 
reservoirs, and watersheds. Prevention of pollution is covered -- all within the confines 
of a brief, readable, exciting book which is in itself a visual aids tool. Outstanding 
for the classroom.

Tarry, Ellen- KATHARINE DREXEL, FRIEND OF THE NEGLECTED- Another of the ision 
biographies, Katharine Drexel's life is a riches-to-rags story -- materially speaking. 
The carefully reared middle daughter of Francis Drexel of Philadelphia, she lost her 
_ mother in infancy, but enjoyed a warm family relationship to her stepmother and her younger 
sister, Louise, and her half-sister Elizabeth, who later died in childbirth. Katharine 
traveled in the United States and Europe, and was struck by the economic and spiritual 
neglect of the Indians and Negroes here. For many years she harboured a desire to serve 
their needs, deterred only by the loneliness of her father following his second wife's 
death. After his death she took her vows and founded a new religious congregation, The 
Sisters of the Blessed Sacrament for Indians and Colored People. She forsook a life of 
singular affluence to foster the temporal and spiritual betterment of the two neglected 
groups. Her charities included educational and vocational institutions as well as a life- 
time of personal service. The narration is not of marked superiority but the circumstance” 
of Katharine Drexel's life are of such intrinsic interest to Catholic readers, particular 
in Pennsylvania, that this qualifies as a cut above average. (LC :58-5456) 


Thompson, Blanche Jennings- ST. ELIZABETH'S THREE CROWNS- Saint Elizabeth of 
Hungary was taken from her home as a very young child in 1211 to be reared as wife of Louis 
iV, Landgrave of Thuringia. Her marriage at fourteen was happy. Her husband died soon 
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afterward, leaving her with two children. The years following his death are not 
clearly focussed; they do indicate that her life was one of abnegation and penance. 
She espoused charitable works and became the first woman to join the Third Order of 
St. Francis Minor. However, the fact that she relinquished her children to another 
member of the family in order to do so might prove a stumbling block to sympathetic 
readership. Her charity to the poor and the diseased parallel the lives of many 
other saints. Her particular distinction lies in a stand against the medieval social 
pattern. The narration is competent rather than distinguished. The period conflicts 
are suggested, with land and power dictating history. On the whole, a worthwhile 
book to foster desirable character traits, graced by no special distinction of 
literary style. (LC:58-5113) 











McGavran, Grace W. Friendship Press 
THEY LIVE IN BIBLE: LANDS Cloth; $2.95 
Paper; $1.50 


This book, which made its debut in 1950, has been updated with two new 
stories and supplementary illustrations. It bridges the gap in time between Biblical 
days and the present, giving brief pictures of contemporary life in Palestine, Egypt, 
Lebanon, Bethlehem, Iran, Turkey and Jordan. Tolerance is a byword throughout while 
brief stories illustrate the work of Christian missionaries and workers in countries 
where Mohammedanism and Judaism are predominant beliefs. It might serve to connect 
the teachings of church and school, but per se, on a story book level, it is undis- 
tinguished.

Dobler, Lavinia Dodd, Mead 
A BUSINESS OF THEIR OWN $2.75 


The commendable work of the Junior Achievement groups, the nation-wide 
effort on the part of business men to help teen agers gain practical insight into the 
working of corporate structure, is set forth here in the form of a fictionalized 
account of one group's efforts in New York City. Sally Russell's family had just 
moved to Stuyvesant Town, an apartment development on New York's east side. She 
felt alien at her new school, Henry Hudson High, but participation in a Junior Achieve- 
ment group formed to manufacture and distribute cold cream, brought her new friends 
and valuable experience. How wide the general audience for such a story is, is prob- 
lematical. Certainly other Junior Achievement groups should find the story of interest. 
Though dialogue is often stilted, with the characters becoming puppets to give the 
purposes and history of JA, many of the situations have verisimilitude. It gives a 
simplified picture of formation of a corporation, sales of shares of stock and the 
problems of packaging and distribution. It has the usual pros and cons of career 
novels with a message.

Wilson, Hazel Little, Brown 
TALL SHIPS $3.00 










There is much of value and distinction in Hazel Wilson's latest historical 
juvenile. Jefferson's Embargo Act of 1807, forbidding American ships to engage in 
foreign trade, made an economic wasteland of Portland, Maine. Young Ben Wingate's 
father, as a captain, was not fit to live with for his ship had lain idle for a 
year. Ben decided to confer with President Jefferson himself. With Turtle O'Connor, 
a local seaman, he sets sail for Washington in a makeshift longboat. They had not 
been long underway when Ben realized the Embargo had been lifted. Heavy seas 
imperiled their passage, and soon they found themselves impressed into service aboard 
the British ship, Macedonia. And when the United States defeated the Macedonia, it 
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was Ben who was chosen to take the flag of the defeated British ship to President Madison. 
Stirring portrayal of the prelude to the War of 1812. Illustrated with commendable 

black and white drawings which enhance the period portrayal, dy J. O. Cosgrave II. &

Sherburne, Zoa Morrow 
PRINCESS IN DENIM $2.95 


* The title of this book is misleading. Though it sounds like a stereotype, it 
is a realistic refutation of many soap opera types of teen age fiction. Eden lived with 
her widower father on their Washington State raspberry ranch. Steve, a photographer friend, 
submitted Eden's picture in a contest to choose a local Tulip Queen. Then older, sophis- 
ticated Johnny Halloran, seeing potentials in Eden as a future Miss America, offered to 
manage her. His suavity prompted her to neglect’ her responsibilities at the ranch to 
try for the title. Eden lost her heart to Johnny, was disillusioned when he claimed a 
concealed wife in the background -- and found her idol completely shattered when that story 
turned out to be a hoax he used as a deterrent to romantic entanglement with her. A 
rueful Eden lost her dreams of glory and the contest, and finally returns to accept an 
everyday world, glad to date local swains. The story moves easily with a skillful unfolding 
of characters.

Tunis, John R. Morrow 
SCHOOLBOY JOHNSON $2.95 
* . . . waS a young diamond tyro on the Dodgers team. A truculent, credible, 


uncertain boy, he antagonized the pros on his own and opposition teams. Only the daughter 

of aging Roy Tucker, a savvy Dodgers team-mate, understood that it was fear and inex- 

perience that dictated the belligerence, the sulks and sparking temper which imperiilled 

every game. Speedy Mason, whose great baseball career was waning, overlooked the insults hh 
of Schoolboy, his roommate, to groom Schoolboy for the crucial inning which meant the 

pennant for the team. In the tightest inning of the big game, Speedy Mason's efforts and 

his girl's faith help Schoolboy toward a performance seasoned with superior skill and cool 
judgment. The romance between the cantankerous rookie and the level headed daughter of a 
veteran Dodger, is tender and ironic, while the sports story is taut. Another home run

Adams, Samuel Hopkins Random House 
CHINGO SMITH OF THE ERIE CANAL $2.95 


Samuel Hopkins Adams, who has written several earlier novels with an Erie Canal 
background, gives a brawling, turbulent portrait of the Canal's construction in the story 
of Chingo Smith. The lad was homeless and ambitious. He fell in with young thieves who 
~robbed him. But Horner's Betsy, a maternal cinder wench, inspired him to try to get an 
education though schooling at that time was not compulsory. Chingo fared badly at the 
hands of the Overseers of the Poor, for at an auction of the poor he was assigned to 
clearance of the towpath. With the help of the Learned Tinker, to whom he becomes appren- 
ticed, Chingo learns to read and write. And, in time, he throws off his shackles by 
inventing a wall bed to enable canal boats to offer sleeping accommodations. Though much 
of the period is presented gustily, the story often rambles. The effect is worked-over - 
a little forced.

Sterling, Dorothy Doubleday * 
CAPTAIN OF THE PLANTER $2.95 


| Could Robert Small, born a slave, really take command of the paddle wheeled 
steamer which he piloted, and escape with his small family into the northern freedom past 
Fort Sumter? The hairbreadth by which he achieved his goal, and the high-handed courage 
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which made escape possible, proved a boon to Negro morale prior to the close of the 
Civil War. In the North, Small became a public figure, making his voice heard on 
behalf of the Negro. And after the close of the war, he became a power in framing 
the new reconstruction state charter of South Carolina. Though the real climax of 
the story, his escape to freedom, occurs early in the book, making later chapters 
anticlimactic if informative, there is rich material throughout to dovetail with 
Civil War study for the serious reader at high school level. Ernest Crichlow's 
illustrations are black and whites - tenderly charming studies, pleasant in them- 
selves, but depicting women chiefly, in maternal attitudes - which seem not quite 
right for this book about civil conflict.

Brown, Vinson Little, Brown 
HOW TO UNDERSTAND ANIMAL TALK $2.75 


Vinson Brown is an explorer naturalist, with several earlier juveniles on 
natural science to his credit. Probably the experiences he has had as a camp nature 
counselor have strengthened his empathy for children's interests. His observations 
on animal communications with others of their kind and with humans range from the 
familiar dogs, cats and birds, to insects and wild life. The mating cries and 
dances of several species are covered here and instances of the maternal attitudes 
in wild life are noted. Under the broad title of the book comes much minutia -- the 
mother rabbit, who pulls out her fur to warm her newly born young -- the intricate 
flight pattern executed by bees to teach other members of the hive the distance and 
angle of a new nectar stores in relation to the sun's position. Conceivably this 
could be considered for remedial reading purposes for the younger child who does not 
like to read, but is engrossed in the habits of natural creatures. In conservative 
quarters, material on courtship in the animal world might be considered too forth- 
right, though we consider it inoffensive. Illustrated. (3/10. LC:57-8037)

Sigourney, half French, half English, a Harvard student, finds himself 
embroiled in false charges of murder. He escapes to Nova Scotia - and to the divided 
loyalties of its people in mid-l18th century, as the Indians backed the French and 
the scarcely entrenched English sought controls. No wonder Elizabeth Perry, whom he 
loved, was shaken in her confidence; with her the reader wonders whether he can ever 
prove his innocence. It is a holding tale, bearing ineradicably the stamp of its 
primary sources, diaries, letters, etc., and culminating in the overthrow of Fort 
Gay the French fortress which threatened New England.

Godden, Rumer Ree Are Viking 
THE GREENGAGE SUMMER $3.50 


* A combination of untoward circumstances put a family of five naive English 
children pretty much on their own- their mother hospitalized- in a strange inn in a 
village on the Marne. The eldest sister, Joss, who is sixteen and beginning to be 
aware of her own effect on the opposite sex, is also ill, so the role of the children 
is set by the younger ones. They are sponsored, more or less, by a mysterious 
Englishman, Eliot, who comes and goes; they are endured by the two women who run the 
inn, Zizi, who is striving to hold on to Eliot and her vanishing youth- and Madame 
Corbet, who is violently jealous of Eliot's attentions to Zizi; they are accepted 
resignedly by the staff, including the orphan boy, Paul, who is a bit resentful; and 
they are usually ignored by the guests. Wholly unexpectedly they become the vortex 
of mysterious activities, mounting tension, and violent eruption at the end. And 
throughout, the events are seen through the children's eyes - and some of the impli- 
cations are barely suggested to the aware adult reader. Mixed loyalties, the rigid 
judgments of childhood, the inexplicable complications arising out of jealousy, and 
the brooding mystery involving Eliot combine to make a story that has infinitely 
more complexity than the surface telling suggests. Some will quarrel with the be- 
trayals at the end; all readers will appreciate the deft handling of budding adoles- 
cence; nobody can read the story and remain emotionally untouched. And yet, for this 
reader- a long time admirer of Rumer Godden in her many phases- this stems back to 
the mood and tension of Breakfast with the Nikolides (1942) rather than the gentler 
quality of her most popular book, An Episode of Sparrows. (LC:58-7066)

Lord, James John Day 
THE JOYS OF SUCCESS $3.95 


A straight-faced account of some of the more outlandish activities of the 
film fauna places this second novel in Hollywood where Walter Estrin, a director, is 
gripped by a creative compulsion to make a classic, which after all his commercial 
popeorn crunchers, will be a more memorable achievement. Given the go-ahead, he 
finds his hero- Jack Noakes- a happy, happily married, simple guy in a small New 
England town; he transplants him- along with his wife- to the Coast which has its 
splintering effect upon his marriage. An automobile accident in which Jack is only 
slightly hurt- but considerably dazed- gives Estrin his chance to film "the real 
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reality of human experience"; under shock, Jack signs the waiver which will permit the 
amputation of his leg, and under coercion, a doctor is forced into performing the opera- 
tion before the cameras. Others suspect- but cannot prove- the lengths to which Estrin 

has gone- to fulfill his genius- and disassociate themselves from the film; Jack dies; 

and Estrin is left with his unfinished masterpiece- a broken man... Fantastic? (LC:58-5695)

Hostovsky, Egon Doubleday 
THE CHARITY BALL $3.50 


A ball given for European refugees deteriorates into anything but a benevolent 
occasion and is intended to illustrate a fable of sorts- i.e.- how easily high-minded 
principles can be perverted by personal hostilities. Assembled there are-- Barbara 
Greene, a social worker who is the victim of the woman to whom she has offered a home; 
Hanneh Holub, a Czech secretary at the Voice of America; Professor Wunderlich, an aging 
scholar of diminishing status; Eugene Rindt, a writer, who carries a revolver to dispose 
of either his wife- or his brother- with whom she is having an affair; a Polish arriviste; 
a decadent millionaire; a young singer; etc. etc. As the evening goes on- drags on actu- 
ally- Professor Wunderlich intercedes in several of these lives, Rindt finds his release- 
and so does Barbara Greene....

A COTTAGE IN GALILEE $3.50 a 

Twenty seven stories, very definitely based on personal experience, move from 

1918 to 1948 within the area of British occupation of Palestine and view, for the most 

part, objectively, Jew, Arab and English within the circumference of the situation. 

Here are the officials beset with problems of procedure and friendship; the clash, and 

sometimes coincidence, of Arab and Jewish gestures of politeness; the heroism of the 

unsung and the spectacular aspects of the eyecatchers; the tightrope of the district 

officers and the happenings on their various tours of duty; the balance of luck and 

misfortune;- and always the people, from the clubs to the civil service, to the sheikhs 

and the kibbutz, the merchants and the nomads, refined through years of actual knowledge.

These 
opening chapters rival any fictional account of immigrants, bound for a new land, 
with their hopes and fears, the shipwreck off the Hebrides, their one year delay in 
Glasgow. But from the point of the family reunion in America on, the story reads 
like straight biography. Alexander and his father, a Presbyterian "Seceder” minister, 
form a religious group in Pennsylvania to promote Church unity based solely on the 
authority of the New Testament. Briefly, they merge with the Baptists. Campbell 
later takes an active part in political affairs in Virginia,publishes various news- 
papers, founds Bethany College, and lectures throughout the United States, England 
and Scotland. He died in the year he prophesied the Second Coming, 1866. While the 
major portion of the focus is on matters spiritual, the author gives cognizance to 
the personal aspects of Campbell's life,- an early love affair, his two marriages, 
his economic struggles, the weaker points of his eminently strong character. Almost 
inevitably, the novel falls into the pitfalls inherent in its subject,- didacticism 
and an unequal balance of fact and fiction. One questions its market among casual 
readers - and the probability is that it will find its audience among the 2 million 
members of the denomination.

POWER AND DIPLOMACY $3.00 


This is a challenging book and it is imperative that it be read for what Truman's 
Secretary of State (1949-52) has to say in regard to America's foreign policy. That the 
text constituted the William L. Clayton Lectures on international economic affairs and e 
foreign policy at The Fletcher School (Harvard University) detracts not a whit from their 
impact, and perhaps adds a note of thoughtful consideration and authority. The material 
falls under four main headings:- Power Today; The Military Requirements of a Free World; 
The Need for Strength at the Center, and Political Precepts for Coalitions of Free States. 
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Viewed with the hindsight made possible by the staggering revelations of the 
Soviet's scientific advance, the warnings against complaisant assumption of our con- 
tinuing superiority are ever more meaningful. "A democracy can seal its fate with 
a gradualism and apparent inevitability which seems to blind its leaders to the 
nature of the road ahead,” he says - and he warns us that it takes courage and 
vision to tell the people the facts they must know to make the unpalatable acceptable. 
Those who insist on basing foreign policy on sure things end up with no policy at 
all. We have two courses open:- to use our productive power to fashion a system 
strong and free; or to use it on increased home consumption and leisure leaving the 
free world leaderless. He pulls no punches in charting the costs,- in military 
preparedness, in civilian defense, on psychological attitudes designed not only to 
maintain our capacity to deter aggression but to establish belief in that capacity. 
He goes on to analyze our relations with Britain, with Canada, with Latin America- 
the picture is not a happy one. In how we live up to the role for which we are 

cast we have a chance to "give a sample of our best, and...in our hearts...feel 

that it has been nobly done."

UPSTAIRS AND DOWNSTAIRS $3.00 


Household help offers minor distractions in this British chronicle of the 
comings and goings of assorted nationalities, personalities and capabilities. From 
an odd job man and his wife, (who later turns out to be a well known whore), to a 
spectacular alcoholic, to a German whose Heil Hitlering is tuned out by friendly 
treatment, Thorn and his pregnant wife are lured into:importing an Italian girl who 
gets shipped back on the next train. Another seems to be too old-fashioned, and a 
succession of nurses and nannies turn out to be not too well housebroken, no matter 
where they come from. A second baby and the finale comes with Mai, from the Northern 
Baltic, whose transformation into a man-killer almost wrecks all their friends' 
marriages.

Angle, Paul M.-£d. Univ. of Chicago 
THE COMPLETE LINCOLN-DOUGLAS DEBATES OF 1958 - $7.50 


Paul Angle has established himself as one of the authorities on Lincoln, 
and in editing this collection of the debates has done signal service, in a period- 
100 years after they took place- when the issues fought out in words (and later in 
deeds) has its counterparts today. Angle's introduction places the issues in their 
proper perspective. He goes back almost a decade when the extension of slavery in 
the newly opened territories acquired by purchase and by the Mexican War - the various 
legislative acts- the Dred Scott decision, etc. highlighted the issues. This gives 
@ proper historical setting for the texts themselves. He then goes on to give a 
picture of campaigns in those days, the new notes struck by the new precedents es- 
tablished in journalistic history, etc. He appends to the actual debates those pre- 
liminary speeches made by Lincoln and by Douglas which Lincoln himself considered 
integral to'the whole. There are editorial comments for each unit, enough to make 
the debates intelligible and the settings colorful and to further stress the import- 
ance of the campaign in American political history. There's a sense of immediacy in 
this volume, with its relevance to contemporary issues that takes it beyond the im- 
portance of its place in the overall Civil War literature.

Hewitt, R. Scribner 
FROM EARTHQUAKE FIRE AND FLOOD $3.95 


This well documented and extremely readable book deals with those "agents 
of disaster” against which man is helpless:- not merely earthquake, fire and flood, 
but also wind, meteorites, lightning, even invasion by locust. Told with restraint 
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and no undue emphasis on horror, the tales of many of the world's major calamities are 
here recounted: the Lisbon earthquake and others, the eruption of Krakatoa and Mount 
Pelee, the damage caused by prehistoric meteorites, the disastrous results of floods and 4 
hurricanes and tornadoes. To these accounts the author adds analyses of the powers 

behind the various agents of destruction: earthquake phenomena, the apparent relation- 

ship between weather, volcanic eruptions and earthquakes, the possibility of wide-spread | 
destruction by meteorite. Well illustrated and thoroughly scientific in approach, the 
book should appeal to both laymen and scientists, to the layman for the extreme interest 

of its subject matter and its clarity of style, to the scientist for its accuracy and 

wide extent of knowledge. Literate devotees of disaster at long range should also de- 

light in it.

Storry, Richard Houghton, Mifflin 
THE DOUBLE PATRIOTS $5.50 


Sub-titled, A Study of Japanese Nationalism, this is pointed specifically at 
the extremes to which Japanese nationalism went between the two world wars. The text 
concentrates on the political and- let us say, for want of a better word- social impli- 
cations, and concerns itself too little with the economic aspects. For the nationalist 
movements in Japan centered around an incredible number of organizations, large and 
small, which embraced not only the politically-minded but even the rural and urban popu- 
lations. Storry writes objectively; one cannot pinpoint his observations as either 
British, which apparently he is, or American. Rather is this an exhaustive closeup, 
viewing the frenzied proliferation of the nationalist groups, their close tie-in with 
the army, which gradually took over the power, emasculating the moderates in diplomacy 
and government, accumulating an increasingly fascistic tinge, using terrorist groups 
where they served their purpose (of violent elimination of those who might interfere). 
Successive "incidents" were created to launch war, first against the Chinese in Manchuria @ 
and later in Shanghai; and to antagonize the British and the Americans. The Emperor, 
fearful of army controls, was powerless; his pacifism was brushed aside, his cabinets ; 
rose and fell, his democratic ideals were brushed aside, but his person was held inviolate, 
though nationalism reached into the very palace itself. The study goes to the formation 
of the Tripartite Pact, the envisionment of the Co-Prosperity Sphere - and to Pearl 
Harbor....Mr. Storry has drawn on Prince Saionji's material substantially for his docu- 
mentation. A book for students.

THE SOUL OF CHINA $5.00 


The author of The Coming Caesars pleads here for a philosophy of history, a 
synthesis of Western thought, through which the historic failure of the West in the Orient 
can be mitigated. He attributes the Western failure in the massive sub-continent to a 
misconception of Asian civilization from the time of the Christian missionary expansion 
which, imbued with Roman technique, attempted to deal with the Asiatic as Rome had dealt 
with the Barbaric Celtic and Germanic tribes. What was rejected, therefore, by the 
Orientals was the residue of Roman civilization rather than a religious creed. The book 
is divided into four parts- The Making of China, China and Asia, China and Europe, and 
China and the World. But Riencourt spends more time in explaining the two extremes of 
Chinese history - the development of Chinese culture prior to the Christian era and the 
impact of the West on China during the past 100 years. Because China's situation is not 
that of "arrested growth but of terminated growth" and because the historic cycle there 
had completed its course, the introduction of Marxism to China through Russia's brilliant ea 
foreign policy was a reactionary substitute for ancient Confucianism. With the conclusion 
that any new creed in China had to be anti-Western and with the prediction that "the 
biological vitality which is part and parcel of Chinese Communism... is bound to favor 
expansion", Riencourt closes this excellent, depressing but not hopeless, study. The book 
is far more inclusive, (not massive) and penetrating than last year s 600 Million Chinese.

Armstrong, Warren LAST VOYAGE $3.50 


Competently written and the product of considerable research, this book 
tells of casualties of the sea from the early days of sail to the Andrea Doria. 
Warships are lacking from its pages and so are pirates, for here the elements are 
the villains, with a few exceptions, such as occasional mutineers and one true 
monster of the deep, the huge sperm whale, prototype of Moby Dick, that sank the 
whaler Essex in 1819. Ships great and small sail across the pages and vanish: 
Grosvenor, bound from Bombay to England in 1782 with the fabulous Peacock Throne 
of the Moguls aboard and foundering, with the throne, off West Africa; La Florencia, 
@ galleon of the Armada, now lying in Tobermory Bay off Argyleshire and resisting 
centuries of efforts at salvage; Madagascar and Royal Charter; Morro Castle, burning 
off the New Jersey coast; Titanic, the unsinkable ship, and endless others. Many 
of the accounts are of necessity apocryphal and there are a few obvious errors, while 
purists will deplore the author's habit of reporting thoughts and conversations of 
long-dead men, but these are minor defects in a readable and exciting book. This 
is no volume to be read in a storm on the North Atlantic, but dry-land travelers 
who relish tales of disaster at sea should enjoy it. This is more up to the minute 
than Hanson Baldwin's Sea Fights and Shitwrecks (1954), which it overlaps to some 
extent, though in this book the handling is more dramatic and colorful. The market 
should be the same.

Koyama, Itoko John Day 
NAGAKO EMPRESS OF JAPAN $3.50 


After Windows for the Crown Prince by Elizabeth Vining (1952) this reader's 
hopes were perhaps unduly high for a perceptive portrait of the Empress of Japan. But 
this is a superficial, immature biography, semi-fictionalized in the free use of dialogue, 
quite evidently outside the bounds of possibility of the author's knowledge, and of 
scenes described that are only plausible figments of imagination. Nagako comes through 
as a rebel, within sharp limits, against the strictures of tradition. One follows in 
sparse detail the steps of preparation for her role, and the rules that surrounded every 
phase of her life as Empress, wife and mother. But she, as a human being, remains a lay 
figure. The record compasses, too, the upbringing of Pr. Hirohito, who was to become the 
war Emperor, despite his years of effort to sustain peace. Ultimately, a tool in the 
hands of the powerful military clique, he was forced to acceed to their demands, and their 
interpretation of the wishes of his people. The birth of four daughters, before a son 
arrived, is duly recorded; the role of tradition once again in the steps of their up- 
bringing; and finally- after the surrender- the appointment, at the Emperor's request, of 
a foreign tutor for his son- brings the record full round, to the point where Elizabeth 
Vining's much more penetrating story takes up the thread. Possibly some of the fault here 
lies in the use of a language foreign to the biographer (or possibly to the translator)- 
but this reads like an amateurish effort, shorn even of the color and glamor that its * 
Oriental background might have provided. Disappointing. (LC:58-6350)

THE WAY BACK $3.75 


This is a story out of World War II which is so fantastic it could only be 
true. Pat O'Leary alias vr. Albert Guerisse, doctor, soldier and secret agent, became 
one of the most decorated undercover agents of the war. He escaped from Belgium when 
France fell, was trained as a secret agent in England and returned to the continent as the 
leader of "Organization Pat"- part of the Resistance in Vichy France which smuggled out 
of the country Poles who had fought their way out of prison, Resistance men who had come 
through every barbarity, criminals turned secret agents, Greek sailors and British airmen. 
The risks involved, as the Organization grew, as the agents were ever on the move in Paris, 
back and forth over forbidden borders, were great. There was the always present danger of 
exposure by Vichy sympathizers or even by weaklings within the group. Twice they were 
betrayed- the second time the Gestapo captured O'Leary; he was brutally beaten, shuttled 
from one concentration camp to another, finally sent to the dreaded Dachau from which he 
was liberated when the Allies crossed the Rhine. He had worked in the Resistance from 
1941 to '43. During his imprisonment in Dachau he organized the International Prisoners 
Committee which saved thousands from massacre by Himmler. He lives now in Belgium, 
quietly, sometimes sees his old Resistance comrades- businessmen, professionals, farmers. 
There is outwardly no hint of the precarious intrigue-filled days when every move demanded 
heroism. 












Jullian, Marcel Norton 
H.M.S. FIDELITY $3.50 & 


After the fall of France a hot-tempered and belligerent French patriot virtually 
commandeered an antiquated cargo vessel; virtually conscripted a crew, in particular a 
batch of Belgian soldiers escaping from the Germans; and virtually by bravado prevailed 
upon the British navy to accept ship and men under her fighting colors. The Fidelity 
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ferried some agents into the south of France- but the book's chief concern is with 
the Captain and his furies. Undoubtedly he is a lovable and preposterous maniac, 
and his blood-stirring, blistering audacity isto be admired. The story- or more 
properly- vignette- is culled from one of the war's sea legends, but the narrative 
material is insubstantial and does not deserve the fuller length treatment here.

The skipper of the heavy cruiser Scheer has nothing to report but successful 
and brillant action wherever the Allied enemy was encountered- or eluded. The surface 
raider smashed at convoy and straggler alike, to the total damage of 150,000 tons. 
Whether off the Cape Verde isles or in the Indian Ocean, the Scheer sank or made 
captive whatever vessels hove within view. She returned to port unscathed, and the 
morale of her crew was higher than ever. In this proud recital, the facts are neat 
and gleaming as a captain's cabin, and everything of note or interest is here. But 
for some reason the eventual destruction of the Scheer by Allied airpower is confined 
to a bare colorless paragraph at the very end!

_ * When Pearl Harbor was attacked in '41, the author was stationed on the 
Philippines as a member of the longest mass flight of B-17's ever sent from the U.S. 
to the Pacific area. His force was only awaiting orders to bomb Japanese instal- 
lations on Formosa but those orders never came. But Whitcomb is not telling of that 
military fiasco. This is a story of one man's effort for survival- an incredible, 
fascinating account. Air Force personnel were soon evacuated from Manila to Bataan, 
and when that peninsula fell, to Corregidor. Shortly after, General Wainwright 
surrendered the island. Rather than wait for the slow death that was the Corregidor 
prison compound fate, Lt. Whitcomb and Bill Harris escaped, made the five hour swim 
to Bataan, spent five days in the mountains behind enemy lines and in attempting to 
sail a small craft to Australia, were recaptured. Whitcomb, posing as a civilian, 
was interned in various prison camps and was repatriated from Shanghai with non- 
combatants. Because he, as an officer, was fraudulently exchanged, he was detained 
in the States before he could rejoin the war in the Pacific. But for Whitcomb the 
war meant the two years of subterfuge, unbelievable hardship suffered alone and the 
heroism which war at its worst sometimes evokes.

The youngest brother of the Emperor, the handsome, popular Jerome Bonaparte, 
came to Baltimore in 1803 and while there fell in love and married one of the local 
belles, a Miss Elizabeth Patterson. This union, blissful for the parties concerned, 
proved unacceptable to Napoleon Bonaparte, and he had it annulled and ordered his brother 
home. Jerome, forbidden ever to see Betsy again, and denied even the sight of their son, 
remarried and resigned himself to the role of King of Westphalia. Upon his death, his 
first wife and her now grown child, sued for their share of Jerome's estate - and it is 
this prolonged, politically foredoomed-to-failure legal battle that provides the main 
topic of a curiously pleasant historical recreation....It is odd that with a two months' 
span, two books on this little known incident should appear. The earlier one was written 
for young people, by Alice Curtis Desmond- Bewitching Betsy Bonaparte (Dodd, Mead- see 
report on p. 816) and is a very lively human story of Betsy and the son, who rejected her 
plans and chose his role as a native-born American. The two books could well be linked 
in joint sale, for there is nothing "juvenile" in the approach and handling of the Desmond 
book, while A Family Lawsuit provides an extension of interest in the intricacies of the 
legal battle.

In 
fact perhaps his greatest contribution is to show how the history of architecture should 
be taught- not by the sterile naming of orders and styles but as basic interpretations 
posed by the problems of space and the materials used. No one who has read Giedion's 
earlier books can say modern buildings are just thrown together. He is clear and perceptive 
about the rationale of modern architecture and what the freedom of new materials and forms 
express....

The classic cookbook on every gourmet's bookshelf is Volume I of The 
Gourmet Cookbook. It seemed seven years ago that the 2400 recipes must include the 
best available; today, with Volume II, one wonders how so many mouth-watering recipes 
could have been omitted in the earlier volume. This stands on its own, for those 
who are not lucky enough to have the earlier volume, and where repetition of method, 
and basic instructions for preparation are needed they reappear here. Again the 
recipes belong to the classic tradition, but indubitably the modern harried house- 
wife will apply some of the shortcuts of a modern kitchen. This is definitely haute 
cuisine. (But even here- as in the section on leftovers, much is made of little.) 
Throughout, liberal and judicious use is made of wine cookery. There are new sec- 
tions for outdoor cooking, which is of much wider interest than seven years ago. 
The formal buffet- which should prove a bonanza to even the professionals- is given 
its place. Wine and cocktail service- with no secret made of Gourmet'’s attitude 
toward the usual cocktail party which can spoil any dinner that follows it- is a 
special feature here. Punch recipes, hors d'oeuvres, etc. are in tempting array. 
Throughout, there are enchanting line decorations, and a more than generous number 
of photographs in full color. Too bad we didn't have this in time to report it for 
Christmas giving. But after all- this is a cookbook for the long haul- and not for 
a quick turnover. 


Yoshida, Tetsuro Praeger 
GARDENS OF JAPAN $12.50 


This follows his classic work, The Japanese House and Garden and concen- 
trates on the gardens of Japan. The widening interest in Oriental landscaping 
problems, as applied to our own gardens has injected new viewpoints on design. And 
it is to this interest that Yoshida writes. The basic elements, the accepted rules 
of arrangement, the various design details bring together the data on trees, shrubs, 
rocks, stone, water, grass, moss, and so on. Always the unity and harmony between 
house and garden are sustained, along with oneness of man and nature. Yoshida, a 
great Oriental architect, died in 1956. To him the garden was essential in the over- 
all scheme.
